2. SUMMARY: MONIQUE MUJAWAMARIYA AND HUMAN RIGHTS 
WATCH OFFICIAL DES FORGES CALLED ON AMBASSADOR

4. MM AND ADF REPORTED THAT THEY HAD JUST MET WITH 
NIGERIAN PERM REP GAMBARI , WHO INFORMED THEM THAT HIS 
GOVERNMENT NOW SUPPORTS ORGANIZING AN AFRICAN FORCE TO 
INTERCEDE IN RWANDA UNDER THE UN AMIR BANNER, AND WOULD 
CONTRIBUTE TROOPS. GAMBARI TOLD THE TWO THAT HE WAS 
GOING TO MEET LATER THE SAME MORNING WITH OTHER AFRICAN

5. ADF THEN BROUGHT UP THE MATTER OF A PROCLAMATION BY 
MAJOR DONORS. SHE SAID SHE HAD RAISED THIS QUESTION IN 
HER MEETINGS IN THE DEPARTMENT 10 DAYS AGO, AND WAS 
DISAPPOINTED THAT THE USG HAD TAKEN NO ACTION. SHE ALSO 
SAID THAT SHE HAD REVISITED THE MATTER WITH DAS BUSHNELL

6. ADF ENVISIONS A STATEMENT, IDEALLY ORGANIZED BY THE 
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USG, THAT WOULD ANNOUNCE AN AID CUT-OFF TO THE CURRENT 
DE FACTO RULERS ("THE KILLERS — LES TUERS"). THE 
STATEMENT SHOULD ALSO ANNOUNCE THAT THE DONORS WOULD NOT 
SUPPORT THE GOR BY INTERNATIONAL ASSISTANCE AS LONG AS 
THE KILLERS REMAINED IN POWER, THUS DEMONSTRATING TO

7. SHE NOTED THAT THE REGIME IS CURRENTLY CARRYING OUT

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11. MM THEN FOCUSSED ON THE ARUSHA TALKS. SHE URGED 
THEIR RESUMPTION. SHE AND ADF NOTED THAT A MAJOR DONOR 
STATEMENT AS PROPOSED ABOVE WOULD SERVE TO ISOLATE THE 
KILLERS AND BRING TO THE FORE MODERATE ELEMENTS. THUS, 
ALTHOUGH SHE FAVORED BRINGING ALL PARTIES TO THE TABLE, 
SHE BELIEVES IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO EXCLUDE THE KILLERS.

12. ADF AND MM BELIEVE THAT THE THREE PROPOSALS ABOVE 
ARE LINKED AND MUST NOT BE CONSIDERED IN ISOLATION. THE

MODERATES STILL REMAINING IN RWANDA TO TRY TO PUSH OUT 
THE KILLERS, AN INVESTIGATION WOULD FURTHER ISOLATE THE

INCESSANTLY FOR OVER TWO WEEKS IN SUPPORT OF THEIR 
CAUSE , AND FATIGUE IS TAKING ITS TOLL. THEIR

OUT. NEVERTHELESS, THEY KNOW AS MUCH ABOUT WHAT IS
